Exotic animals in area find 
problems with county zoning

Wild animals have been seen between 
Lompoc and Buellton 
People have 
reported seeing bears, tigers, lions, a 
chimpanzee, an elephant, and a vulture 
Hie animals are not roaming free nor 
have they been forsaken by their 
owners, but they are being housed on 
agriculturally zoned land in violation of 
Santa Barbara County zoning ordinances 
and have been the subject of complaints 
by local residents 
Until about two weeks ago Blossom 
the elephant, Seymore the grizzly bear 
and 96 of their friends were maintained 
in a compound on a rented 255 acre 
ranch south of Buellton owned by Vince 
Evans and others. And although they 
had lived there without controversy for 
several years, 
their presence still 
violated county zoning laws, according 
to Richard Sherman, a zoning inspector 
in the county planning department. 
“They were technically in violation on 
that ranch too, but no one objected and 
the ranch parcel was big so they were 
ignored," he remarked earlier this 
week 


The now controversial animals — 
owned by Pat and Ted Derby, known 
locally for their Andersen’s Animal 
Park, Orphans of the Wild, and Love is 
an Animal enterprises — are scattered 
in at least three known areas in the 
north county without a conditional use 
permit. The areas are zoned for 
agricultural use and this means exotic 
animals cannot be stored or trained 
there 


About 15 animals, including Seymore, 
are caged on a five acre parcel owned by 
Ora Johnson (a friend of Pat Derby) on 
Santa Rosa Road Another 16 beasts of 
the wild are being kept in a rented barn 
off Highway 246 and an unknown number 
are now housed on a ranch called Santa 
YnezOaks. 


The events leading to the Derby ’s herd 
of 100 wild animals being recently 
moved off Evans’ ranch and split up, 
given away and put to sleep began last 
year. Pat and Ted Derby were trying to 
buy the ranch through their non-profit 
organization, Orphans of the Wild. When

Supreme Court rejects Liddy 
claim of no fair trial 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Supreme 
Court today rejected Watergate burglar 
G. Gordon Liddy’s claim that U. S. 
District Judge John J. Sirica failed to 
give him a fair trial. 
In a one-sentence order without 
comment, the court refused to hear 
Liddy’s 
appeal 
that 
Sirica 
made 
significant 
errors 
in 
the 
original 
Watergate trial in 1973. 
The order left standing the U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals' ruling in 
November 
that 
Sirica's 
“palpable 
search for truth" in the original trial 
“was in the highest tradition of his 
office as a federal judge." 
Liddy returned to prison last week to 
serve the remainder of his sentence of 
six years, eight months to 20 years for 
the 1972 bugging of the Democratic 
National Committee in the Watergate 
complex. 
Most of the 23 months he already has 
served —by far the longest of any 
Watergate convict —was for contempt 


of court for refusal to testify before the 
grand jury. 
Liddy, a former FBI agent and White 
House aide, was finance counsel for 
President Richard M. 
Nixon’s re- 
election committee at the time he 
masterminded the bugging. 


Liddy’s lawyer, Peter Maroulis, said 
Sirica improperly read testimony to the 
jury which he had obtained from former 
campaign treasurer Hugh W. Sloan 
while the jurors were out of the 
courtroom. 


Included was Sloan’s statement that 
he saw Liddy at campaign headquarters 
the day after the break-in and was told, 
“My boys got caught last night. I made a 
mistake. I used somebody from here, 
which I said I would never do." 
Maroulis said that because Sirica 
questioned Sloan, the defense lawyers 
had no chance to raise objections or 
cross-examine and the jury could not 
observe Sloan under questioning. 


It was the beginning of the eighth 
week of idleness for members of Local 
146, International Chemical Workers 
Union. J-M locked its doors to unionists 
on Dec. 9, after nearly seven weeks of 
operations without a contract. 
On Jan. 20 in response to a return to 
work 
call 
by 
management, 
some 
workers returned to their jobs, but 
pulled out again the next day after the 
union voted that the lockout was still in 
force. 
Management,

was 
calling the situation a strike. 
On Friday, Allen held the two sides 
together as long as he did because of a 
belief that an agreement could be 
reached. That did not happen however, 
and a vacuum has engulfed the two sides 
since then. 
Details of the proposals and counter 
proposals that were made back and 
forth Friday filtered out over the 
weekend and today J-M provided the 
Record with a copy of the company’s 
offer. 
It shows, according to the company’s 
figures a 14-cent hourly raise the first 
year of the three-year contract, and a 13- 
cent hourly raise each of the next two 
years.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A White 
House spokesman predicted today that 
President Ford’s energy program will 
cost the average American family as 
much as $345 a year —$95 more than the 
original estimate. 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen made the 
prediction amid indications that Ford 
was considering a plan to compromise 
the initial step in his energy program 
—the increased tariffs on imported oil 
—to ease the hardship it will impose on 
specific areas like New England. 
N essen 
told 
reporters 
the 
administration expects the increased 
costs of gasoline, heating oil, natural gas 
and electricity will not rise above $275 a 
year for a family of four. But, he added, 
“it could be as high as $345." 
The White House predicted last week 
that the increases would amount to 
about $250 a year. But Nessen said the 
revision was based on new estimates 
prepared 
by 
Federal 
Energy 
Administration. 
Nessen also said that Ford has not 
ruled out the possibility of vetoing a bill 
he requested to raise the national debt 
ceiling if Congress insists on attaching it 
to a measure that would delay for 90 
days his increase in fees on imported oil. 


Nessen said the new family cost 
estimate of Ford’s program includes 
both the direct costs of fuel and the cost 
of products made from petroleum. Hie 
direct fuel cost increase per year will be 
$171 with indirect costs adding as much 
as $104, he said. 
The Rocky Mountain states will pay 
the most in increased fuel costs on the 
national average and the East-South 
Central states the least, Nessen said. He 
said the $171 figure is an average of the 
regional estimates. 
He listed the regional estimates as 
$191 in the Mountain states; $187 in the 
west north central states; $185 in the 
west south central states; $181 in the 
northeastern states; $174 in the east 
north central states; $170 in the middle 
Atlantic states; $154 in the south 
Atlantic states; $151 in the Pacific Coast 
states and $142 east south central states. 
Rep. Louis Frey, R-Fla., chairman of 
the 
House 
Republican 
Research 
Committee, meanwhile told reporters 
following a meeting between Ford and 
GOP congressional leaders that the 
administration’s energy experts have 
proposed a plan to alter the increased 
import fees on imported crude oil. 
He said the suggestion of a more 
“flexible" plan was raised by Frank 
Zarb, chief of the Federal Energy 
Administration.

Expensive foreign oil pushes 
trade balance deep in debt 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Expensive 
foreign oil pushed the U.S. balance of 
trade $3,065 billion into deficit in 1974, 
the second worst year on record this 
century, the Commerce Department 
said today. 
Commerce said the United States 
imported less oil in 1974, but the cost 
soared from $7.8 billion in 1973 to $24.6 
billion in 1974. 
Without the $16.8 billion surge in oil 
prices, the United States would have 
enjoyed one of 
its 
largest 
trade 
surpluses in history. Oil imports for 1974 
were 2.228 billion barrels, down from 
2.30? billion in 1973. 
Overall, the United States imported 
$101 billion in 1974, a 45 per cent increase 
over 1973 imports of $69.5 billion. 
Exports for 1974 were valued at $97.9 
billion, up 38 per cent from 1973 total of 
$70.8 billion. 
The balance of trade for December 
was $606 million in deficit, largely 
because of declining export values of 
coal, 
wheat, 
soybeans, 
electrical 
computers 
and 
power 
generating 
machinery. 
The trade deficit of $3,065 billion in 
1974 was the second largest on record 
this century, Commerce said. The 
previous worse trade showing was a $6.4 


billion deficit in 1972. 
Commerce Secretary Frederick B. 
Dent said the 1974 trade deficit was 
“disappointing but not unexpected." But 
Dent said there were “encouraging as­ 
pects." 


Dent said the United States would 
have had a trade surplus of $14 billion 
“without 
the 
burden 
of 
tripled 
petroleum import costs." 


The 1974 deficit was the third in four 
years. 
Trade deficits in 1971 and 1972 led to 
dollar 
devaluations, 
which 
spurred 
domestic inflation and made many 
goods such as food more expensive for 
Americans. 


The devalued dollar, however, turned 
the trade deficit into surplus in 1973 
which ordinarily would indicate good 
times for Americans in 1974. But the 
unexpected and unprecedented surge in 
petroleum prices wiped out the gains 
made through the dollar devaluations. 


Commerce said the merchandise 
trade deficit in the fourth quarter of 1974 
was estimated at $1.5 billion, down 
sharply from the record $2.6 billion in 
the third quarter.

Butz happy over increased 75 production

Butz said today 
Butz said the bigger crops 
which now appear possible 
would pave the way for a 
reversal of the drop in chicken 
production which followed an 


unexpectedly small 1974 feed 
grain harvest. 
“If we can achieve full 
production of feed grains and 
protein grains in 1975 as now 
appears likely, we can move 
toward a more realistic rela 
tionship between feed costs and 
broiler prices,” Butz said in a 
speech prepared for the South­ 
eastern Poultry Association 


“We will resume our long 
time march toward increased 
per capita consumption of high 
quality animal protein foods for 
our growing population,” he 
said 
Butz said government sur­ 
veys show 1975 winter wheat 
acreage is up 6 per cent from 
1974 
Preliminary indications 
show feed grain production also 


will rise. 


Butz, who is expected to 
oppose congressional demands 


for higher government support 
prices for grains this year, said 
the increased 1975 plantings 
came in response to “signals” 
provided by strong 1974 market 
prices for grains

fines for the four boats might 
total $250,000 
Heavier fines 
were expected because of new 
Ecuadorian policies, he said 
The capture, the first in 
nearly two years, brought to 
133 the number of American 
vessels seized by Ecuador. 
The United States govern­ 
ment has recommended that 
American vessels not pay for 
foreign 
fishing 
licenses 
because it does not recognize 
the 200 mile offshore limit 
Felando said the U.S. reim­ 
burses boat owners forced to 
pay fines due to the 12-mile 
limit recognized by the United 
States. 
Under laws passed by Con­ 
gress, nations that seize Ameri­ 
can tuna boats and fine them

The point is this. All of the drill­ 
ing activity that has already 
taken place is considerably more 


than will take place when the platform 
goes into production. Exxon knows the 
territory. 
We know from our drilling that hydro­ 
carbons were not encountered until we 
reached the 5000-foot level under the 
ocean floor. This means almost a one-mile 
earth and rock buffer zone between hydro­ 
carbons and ocean floor. This depth, 


coupled with the new, stringent casing 
regulations, provides the protection 
needed against another accident like 
the 1969 blowout. 
For this reason we believe there will be 
no surprises. And the petroleum recovered 
here can make a significant contribution 
toward easing the forecast energy shortage 
of the 1980’s for California and the nation.

The most that the more 
mischievous of them hoped to 
accomplish was to shake up 


the Nixon administration by 
disrupting traffic, passively 
blocking access to buildings 
by sprawling on their steps, 
maybe invading a few offices 
and 
generally 
hasseling 
government 
workers. 
This 
they succeeded in doing. 


Nor can it be doubted that 
the 
District 
of 
Columbia 
police grossly overreacted to 
the “crisis” by willy-nilly and 
ungently herding hundreds of 
the demonstrators, and not a 
few bystanders, into detention 
pens. A U.S. District Court 
jury in fact determined that 
the police falsely arrested and 
infringed the civil rights of 
1,200 persons gathered to hear 
speeches on the steps of the 
Capitol and has awarded them 
collective damages of $1.2 
million. 


There 
is 
no 
point 
in 
rehashing 
this 
unsavory 


incident. The jury found to its 
s a t i s f a c t i o n 
that 
the 
government was in the wrong. 
Case closed, pending appeal 
by counsel for the District of 
Columbia.

Open the door wider 


A move is under way in the state 
legislature that would open the door 
wider to public access to meetings of 
local 
city councils, 
school 
boards, 
county boards of supervisors, hospital 
district and other elected boards as well 
as their formally appointed advisory 
commissions and committees. 
The legal tapestry 
forming the backdrop 
to 
virtually 
all 
meetings of publicly 
elected 
bodies 
in 
California is the Ralph 
M Brown Act, which 
broadly 
proclaims 
that 
the 
public’s 
business will be con­ 
ducted in public. 
But there are holes 
in the tapestry, some 
written into the law 
and some the result of 
ensuing 
court 
opinions. These are 
exceptions 
to 
the 
law s command that 
the public and press 
must be admitted to 
the meetings of public 
panels and let in not 
only on what decisions 
are. 
made but also allowed to view the 
decision making process — grousing, 
d elibe ration s, 
bickering 
and 
compromises and all. 
Law 
and precedent allow public 
boards to meet in private (executive) 
session 
to 
take 
care 
of 
certain 
specifically defined types of sensitive 
business, such as strategy planning for 
labor negotiations and law suits. The 
public board still has to announce the 
fact that there will be an executive 
session and describe its nature. 
But perhaps the most widely used, and 
misused, justification for an executive 
session is the “personnel exception .” 
The law states that a public body may 
meet in private to decide on “the 
appointment, employment or dismissal 
of an officer or employe or to hear 
complaints or charges brought against 
such officer or employe by another 
officer, person or employe unless such 


officer or employe requests a public 
hearing.’’ 
The rationale behind this is that 1 ) it 
could be unfair to drag out the closet 
skeletons of a potential public officer or 
employe before it is known whether he 
or she will be appointed or hired; 2) 
fewer public-spirited people may want 
to serve on non-paid public advisory 
committees if their answers to probing 
questions, faults or final rejection were 
to be related in public print or on the 
air; and 3) making charges against a 
public officer or employe common 
knowledge might be unfair if they turn 
out to be unfounded 
The reasoning against the personnel 
exception is that it might be better for 
the public to take a look at the kinds of

people their elected boards are placing 
in seats of power BEFORE it’s too late 
to do anything about it. This way, the 
public would have more of a say in the 
selection of its own servants.

from seeking a public post because of 
something in his or her background, he 
or she may have a very good reason to. 
If unfounded charges against public 
employes are publicized, then the fact 
that they were unfounded will also be 
publicized. This is the way criminal 
court charges have always been brought 
to public view. 
State Senate Bills 1 and 2, to be 
introduced this year by State Senator 
George Moscone of San Francisco, 
would strike the personnel exception 
from the books. 
Public boards may not legally shift 
into private session to consider any old 
"personnel matter,” such as employe 
education pay incentives or adding three 
more officers to the police force. These 
are not among the specific cases 
detailed in the Brown Act. Yet it’s often 
impossible to tell if elected boards are 
breaking the law — by design or by 
ignorance — because their executive 
sessions, of course, are private.

Press-Recorder, 
Grover 
City 
city 
council members let slip recently that 
they went into executive session 
discuss employe education incentives 
an apparent violation of the law. 
Usually tediously aboveboard, the 
Lompoc City Council once, through 
oversight, was about to go into executive 
session to discuss the salary of a non­ 
city employe — the director of the 
Lompoc Valley Economic Development 
Association. After City Attorney Alan 
Davidson opined that this would be 
illegal, the council backpeddled. 
It is also this misuse of the personnel 
exception through ignorance or vague 
interpretation that Moscone’s bills seek 
to correct.

There is a lot of talk, some of it loose, 
about 
President

of its erection. It is so 
with

economic 
mess brought 
on by four Democratic Congresses, one 
Democratic President, one Republican 
president, and a generation of liberal 
economists.

$250 million annually to operate 420 
commissaries worldwide; and some

purchase food at cost (the average 
commissary savings is between $25 and

Paradox 


We don’t condone drunken driving, 
that's for sure. If we did, we are positive 
that every subscriber we have would 
take pen in hand or worse yet, run us out 
of town on a rail. 
But when one thinks about the state's 
drunken driving law, we find that it 
presents a paradox of the customers of a 
legal business, in which the government 
is deeply interested in its profits, being 
harassed and persecuted by that same 
government 


The 
law 
decrees 
that anyone with a 10 
content is intoxicated 
That is equivalent to 
two drinks. Enforcers 
started out forming 
the law with the claim 
that 
.18 
was 
the 
measurement, 
dropped to .15 and 
eventually to the .10. 


What 
is 
definitely 
paradoxical, 
however, and particularly irritating, is 
the 
fact 
that 
not 
only 
is 
the 
manufacture, sale and consumption of 
alcohol legal, but activities in which the 
government is a very much involved 
participant. 
The government is not only a partner 
in the manufacture and sale of alcohol, 
but a very dominant one. Out of every 
five dollar quart of spirits sold, the 
federal and state take $3.42 which tells 
the story of who has a big interest in its 
sale. 
We also find paradox in gambling 
laws. Thousands upon thousands of 


people can go to the race track and bet 
unlimited funds to watch the ponies run 
and hopefully win but more often going 
home a loser. Horse racing in its 
simplest definition is gambling as much 
as pulling the handle on the slot 
machine, throwing the dice or placing a 
piece of com on a bingo card 
And if you don’t believe that the State 
isn't a big business partner of the horse 
racing set, you are sadly mistaken 
This is not to say that we also condone 
unlimited gambling in the State of 
California. But it does seem unfair that 
a church or social organization’s bingo 
game is an outright violation of the law 
and putting $100 on the nose of a pony 
isn’t.

severe cuts in commissary subsidies, 
has ordered the stores to become self- 
supporting by 1977, and in essence may 
be calling for an end to a military 
privilege 
that 
some 
consider 
as 
important as retirement pay. 
“My Dan’s enlistment is up in April,” 
says a pmcurled wife of a Fort Belvoir 
sergeant, “if they cut the commissary 
they 
can 
kiss 
his 
thirteen 
years 
goodby.” 
Indeed, so serious is the matter inside 
the service that Pentagon observers hint 
of possible rebellion "with national 
security implications” if the Ford plan 
is adopted The argument is that an all­ 
volunteer Army 
is not formed on 
patriotism alone, that certain comforts 
must be guaranteed to attract the 
bodies. "If Congress increases pay to 
cover the commissary loss, okay,” says 
a manpower general, “otherwise I think 
we may be knocking off 20 per cent of 
our potentials.” 
Despite such risks, however, the Ford 
proposal is to many outside the military 
a welcome maneuver. And not only for 
the few million it may save the harassed 
taxpayer The greater significance of 
removing supports from commissary 
operations is that it may eventually 
force service people to mingle more 
with us regular civilians 
If prices on-post rise, military people 
will increasingly go off-posl to compare. 
The result could be some stripping away 
of the insulating effect of military 
service, a réintroduction to the real 
world 
There 
can 
be 
no 
doubt 
the 
réintroduction is desirable 
Although 
military posts no longer maintain the 
protective grip on personnel they once 
did (In the 1930s many posts forbade 
large numbers of troops from all but 
rare civilian contact), garrison makeup 
is still designed to isolate 
Fort Belvoir, as example, has not only 
a commissary for groceries, but a PX 
for department store items, a bank and 
two branches, a credit union, a flower 
shop, a photo studio, a library, three on- 
post elementary schools, a theater, a 
bowling alley, a golf course, a gas 
station, 
a firehouse — and living 
quarters for three of four of everybody 
assigned “Technically,” says a post 
publicist, "a man and his family could 
serve two years here without ever going 
outside the gates. ” 
Presumably, no one does spend all his 
time in the womb, but one must wonder. 
Though younger troops retain the more 
out than in sentiment, careerists do not. 
They often talk of civilian life as 
“ outside,” 
civilian 
business 
as 
“gypsters,” 
civilian 
problems 
as 
“theirs” not “ours.” The worry in this 
should be obvious, especially in the all- 
volunteer or mercenary military era: 
An isolated service is a risky service; 
civilian control demands that civilian 
attitudes be present. 
In times past, certainly, there was 
good argument for providing on-post 
conveniences 
for 
servicemen 
and 
women. A corporal earning $140 a 
month, trying to support a wife and 
child, needed protection and cut-rate 
groceries. 
Now, however, an Army private earns 
$344 base pay, a 20-year-old corporal 
gets more than $500 - and major 
generals, who also frequent the discount 
commissaries, are paid $36,000 a year. 
Most earn their salaries, to be sure; but 
as for the other privileges, it seems 
unwise to put soldiers in any other world 
than the rest of us.
